Documentation of key information about team 
characteristics

What did we NOT do?
Process mapping of calls or routing
Gaps analysis
Ride-​along or case study of team's activities

How did we choose the teams to review?
Primary focus on behavioral health or homelessness
Deployed by or explicitly directed by City departments
Did not include:

Community-​based providers conducting outreach 
but not managed or directed by City departments
City teams not focused on responding to 
behavioral health crises or homelessness
Ambassador programs
